“SMOKE” MONEY FOR RELIEF 

Premier Bracken of Manitoba has 
actually discovered something that our 
provincial tax-makers have hitherto over- 
looked. He is imposing a provincial tax 
on cigarettes, cigars and tobacco, the 
money to be turned into the relief fund. 

Users of the “weed” will a unani- 
mously that they are already being made 
to pay through federal imposts quite as 
high taxation as this commodity ought to 
be made to bear normally. But it is doubt- 
ful if the smokers of Manitoba will raise 
any notable protest against the new pro- 
vincial levy, or that smokers in Alberta 
would object seriously if a tax of that kind 
were applied here for the same purpose 

Smokers generally, whatever their 
faults, are not tightwads or shirkers when 
it comes to helping some one who is in 
trouble. Not many of them would com- 
plain at having to pay a trifle more for a 
package of cigarettes or a cigar, or for 
a package or plug of tobacco, if they knew 
that the extra amount would go to help 
some family in distress or to provide work 
for some one who could not get. a job, and 
were assured that the tax would be can- 
celled when the need for special relief 
money has passed.

gasoline. The remaining nine-tenths of 
the gas is burned in the open, as the easiest 
and safest way of getting rid of it. And 
at the present rate of going it is estimated 
that the field will be exhausted in from two 
to four years. 

In which event there would be nothing 
for those who invested the $25.000,000 in 
Turner Valley but to write off their losses 
against experience. Nor does it appear 
that the money derived in the meantime 
from the one-tenth of the gas would give 
them back any considerable portion of the 
money they put in. 

The one chance, seemingly, of getting 
anything worth while for the investors is 
to prolong the life time of the field by aut- 
ting down the amount of gas taken out, in 
hope that a market for more waste gas 
will develop in future. That hope appar- 
ently depends upon the growth of the city 
of Calgary and other communities in 
southern Alberta, since the prospective life 
of the field is said to be too short to war- 
rant the construction of pipe lines to dis- 
tant points. 

A stronger case for conservation could 
hardly be imagined, even from the stand- 
point of the producing companies and their 
shareholders. Their chances are none too 
good in any case, but evidently the longer

Age has not withered nor custom 
staled the infinite variety of Wil- 
liam Cock, right-wing star of New 
York Rangers, who, with Charlie 
Conacher of Toronto Maple Leafs, 
shares all-star honors for his posi- 
tion in the current National Hockey 
League season.
